ATHENS, Sept. 13 (AP)—Dr. 
Oswald F. Hedley, director of the 
American aid mission’s public 
health division, said today a con- 
siderable amount of medical sup- 
plies in three warehouses in and 
near Athens was deteriorating be- | 
cause of inadequate storage facili- 
ties and natural aging.

EVZONON, on the Greek-Yugo- 


sound of heavy gunfiré on the

(The International News Serv- 
ice printed reports from Athens 
of “serious reverses” suffered by 
Tito’s troops.) 

At the barbed-wire ringed com- 
pound of the Ninety-second Fron- 
tier Station on a hill overlooking 
the Vardar river and Djedjeli, Lt. 
Constantine Sielas said his men 
had seen three shells drop into the 
town during the morning. They 
were fired, he said, from Mount 
Jena, which rises abruptly behind 
the Yugoslav frontier town. 

Rebels Called ‘Crusaders’. 

A few minutes earlier, a tre 
mendous explosion was heard on 
the Greek side of the border. Maj. 
Micholas Klados said it probably 
was a bridge demolition by the 
“Crusaders”"—the name taken by 
anti-Tito forces. Klados said three 
Vardar river bridges had been 
blown up recently by the Crusad- 
ers and one had been demolished |¢ 
again after repairs. 

Both Sielas and Klados quoted 
Yugoslav civilians and army de- 
serters as rerorting organized re- 
sistance to Tito’s army by a force 
estimated at <0,000 to 70,000. 

(Last April, Tito told the Yugo- 
slay National Assembly in Bel- 
grade that more than 3000 Chet- 
niks operating in the mountains 
had been killed in the previous 
eight months.

Slaughter hogs 
brought a-top of $29.25 while pack- 
ing sows were steady at $22 to 
$27. Light cattle receipts were 
held over for sale tomorrow. 

St. Louisans Buying.

FACE ALDERMEN 


Bills. to Come Up Are on 
Budget, Fly Ash, Hous- 
ing , Standards, Traffic, 
Rent Control. 


Critical governmental and s0- 
cial problems which have plagued 
the city will be placed before the 
Board of Aldermen when it re- 
convenes on Friday after a three- 
month summer. recess. , 

Bills to be presented to the 
board will include measures pro- 
posed to balance the.city’s budget, 
now plunging into the deepest 
deficit in history; measures‘ de- 
signed to afford relief to St. Louis 


householders suffering the incon- 
venience of fly ash and industrial 
dusts; bills to establish minimum 
housing standards, better traffic 
control, municipal rent control; 
measures to provide for regula- 
tion of taxicabs and service cars, 
and bills to further the develop- 
ment of aviation facilities, 

.City officials and citizen ad- 
visers have scheduled a series of 
meetings during the week to de- 
termine the recommendations to 
be proposed to the board. Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann, who will re- 
turn to his office tomorrow after 
convalescing from a spine opera- 
tion, will participate personally 
several of these meetings. - 

Budget Meeting Tomorrow. 

Tomorrow the Mayor will meet 
with budgetary officials and al- 
dermanic leaders in a further at- 
tempt to determine the type of 
legislation needed to effect a bet- 
ter balance between municipal in- 
come and expenditures. Members 
of this group have dismissed all of 
the proposals made last spring by 
the Citizens’ Tax Commission for 
raising revenue and reducing ex- 
penditures but have reached no 
definite. conclusions. 


The final decision on what rev- 
enue measures will be introduced 
at this time was held up pending 
the return of the Mayor. Under 
consideration are proposals to in- 
crease the liquor license fees and 
cigarette taxes; to place a charge 
against householders for the use 
of sewers and to levy a 5 per cent 
tax on amusement admissions. 

These are under immediate con- 
sideration.

CHICAGO, Sept. 13 (AP)—John 
L. Lewis said today he chose to 
refuse to sign an affidavit that he 
is not a Communist, and he chal- 
lenged the government to do 
something about it. 

Lewis's refusal to comply with a 
requirement under th. Taft-Hart- 
ley labor act, as interpreted by 
General Counsel Robert N, Den- 
ham, counsel of the National La- 
bor Relations Board, deprives 105 
AFL unions of resort to the board. 

Denham ruled that no AFL or 
CIO union could use the board's 
election and complaint machinery 
until the top officers of the two 
big labor federations signed as 
davits disavowing Communism, 
The members of the AFL execu- 
tive council, concluding a week’s 
sessiong here foday, all are offi- 
cers of the AFL. All, including 
Lewis, are anti-Communist. 

Lewis with a sometimes scath- 
ing reference to colleagues on the 
executive council who wanted to 
sign, held out all week against 
complying. Singlehandedly he 
forced the council to announce

I have talked with government 
leaders, the majority of them 
Communists, in four of the stra- 
tegic frontier countries under 
strong Russian influence—Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary and 
Yugoslavia, Some parroted the 
venomously anti-American cam- 
paign put out by Moscow. Others 
hinted almost. tolerance for a 
Yankee brand of capitalism. . 

All admitted having a desire in 
common: Dollar loans and in-. 
creased trade with the western 
world, 

On strictly business propositions, 
they are ready to make agree- 
ments, They are apparently will- 
ing to keep ideological tenets .in 
the background, at least temporar- 
ily, in the face of economic hard 
facts. 

(British officials expressed the 
belief last July that the Russians 
had undertaken a “Molotov plan” 
as a countermeasure to the Mar- 
shall plan. The Russians would 
seek to co-ordinate and integrate 
individual recovery plang of the 
eastern European states, and en- 
courage rejection of any “dollar 
aid” from the United States which 
in the view of the recipients 
might imply acceptance of politi- 
cal conditions.)

SCIENTISTS WHO EXPLORED 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (AP)— 
An accidental discovery was cred- 
ited today with finding a short 
cut in bee breeding by mating a 
fatherless drone to his queen bee 
mother. 

J. I, Hambleton, a bee expert of 
the Department of Agriculture, 
told a reporter it was discovered 
that subjecting unmated queen 
bees to a carbon dioxide anesthetic 
causes them to lay eggs which 
later hatch into drone bees. 

One of these fatherless drones 
can be mated to the queen bee— 
thus short cutting by one genera- 
tion the arrival at a 50 per cent 
inbred stage, Hambleton explained. 

The carbon dioxide treatment 
and the development of standard 
equipment for artificial fertiliza- 
tion of bees have been developed 
by entomologists of the depart- 
ment in co-operation with the Wis- 
consin and Louisiana agricultural 
experiment stations. 

“The carbon dioxide treatment 
which also stimulates. egg laying 
in mated queen bees,” Hamble- 
ton said, “is an indispensable tool 
in the controlled mating of bees 
by artificial insemination ,because 
it speeds up the process of in- 
breeding: This process makes it 
possible to fix, or make stable, 
superior traits.”

City finally became sufficiently aroused to

“Spoils System” Called 
Necessary to Machine’s Life. 


Flynn emphasizes, however, that there 
must be a “spoils system to keep any ma- 
chine, going.” 

“The ‘spofls ijinen ” he writes, “is not 
new, nor was it invented by any political 
party in this country, Its origins go far 
back into the reaches of antiquity. ‘To the 
victor belongs the spoils’ has always: been 
the axiom of war, between nations or be- 
tween individuals, If it is immoral,’ then 
man is immoral.” 

The book takes its title from Flynn’s 
argument that the ordinary voters can de- 


termine, if they will expend the time and} 


effort,-who shall be their precinct, ward and 
county “leaders.” His own argument is an- 
swered, however, by his detailed exposition 
of how difficult it is to oust the entrenched 
leaders. Also he neglects or plays down 
what crusading newspapers and magazines 
have done and can do to purge political ma- 
chines. Being a “regular” himself, he thinks 
all voters should be allied with a major 
party and be bound by party decision.

but deified,”” he sneers, “when he ought to 
be condemned as a shirker.”

They can never hope, 
through unorganized mass, to accomplish 
anything. If they wish to cure a situation, 
they must do it through the machinery set 
up by the election laws. 

“I do not want to minimize how difficult 
this job is, It is difficult because in a suc- 
cessful machine the leaders have so well 
fortified themselves ‘that it takes time to 
upset them. It cannot be done in a year. 
In some cases it cannot be done for many 
years. But if the start is made, eventually 
the vicious element in an organization can

}-be removed. ‘Those who have the courage 


and persistence to survive early discourage- 
ments win out in the end. 


Citizens Are Urged 
To “Grub Around” i in Politics. 


*“Tf:' we are to‘have uniformly good gov- 
ernment, local, state and national, I am 
afraid a lot of men-and women will have 
to get off their high horses and grub around 
in practical politics as active members of a 
I wish we had in-our school systems 
required courses of training in citizenship, 
which would send forth graduates by the 
hundreds of thousands who would assume 
such responsibilities as readily and as nat- 
urally as they assume the responsibility for 
earning a living. So far as I can see the 
emphasis in whatever practical politics is 
taught is placed upon general elections 
rather than primaries.

«One such case cited by Flynn is Murphy’s 
dictation to Al Smith, when Smith was Gov- 
ernor of New York. 

The New York Governor, then as now, 
had his eye on the White House. Murphy, 
Flynn says, gave Smith the widest latitude 
of action‘ although “he could have check- 
mated the Governor by using his’ great 
political .power to create situations that 
would have brought about the complete fall- 
ure of - | administration.” 

“The cru test came over repeal of the 


State’s Mullen-Gage law for local enforce- 
ment of prohibition. Smith, then a presi- 
dential candidate with announced anti- 
prohibition views, thought that if he vetoed 
the repealer it would help him get “dry” 
Southern delegates at the 1924 Democratic 
national convention. 


Fiynn was present at the conference 


-when Murphy told the Governor he must 


sign the bill and Smith refused because it 
would kill his chances for the presidency. 

“Mr. Murphy seldom lost his temper,” 
Flynn relates. “His speech was normally 
economical of words and he avoided vocal 
emphasis. But on this occasion he was 
deeply moved. Quietly but firmly he told 
Smith, ‘Al, you will either sign this bill or 
I will never support you again, either for 
the presidency or the governorship.’ Where- 
upon he got up and left the room. Gov. 
Smith sat for some time in silence and then 
he, too, left the room.” 

Smith signed the bill. Whether he should 
have signed or vetoed it is still controver- 
sial, The point is that a boss dictated the 
action of a duly elected official. 


Before Flynn became Chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee in 1940, 
after Farley resigned over the third term 
issue, he continued the Murphy policy of 
bossing from behind the scenes. Although 
he was perhaps the most powerful figure 
in New York City politics, he never gave out 
a public statement as coming from himself, 
thus following the Murphy example. 


“Basically,”” he writes, “this attitude is 
that a political leader is more or less in the 
same position as the manager of an opera 
star or an actor. The manager is always in 
the background, while the star gets the com- 
pliments and flowers. In politics, as in 
opera and the theater, the Manager takes 
the abuse and the star takes the applause. 
I tried to keep out of the newspapers as 
much as possible. I did not want either 
good publicity or bad publicity. I wanted 
no publicity.” 


Patronage Basis 
For Every Machine. 


Space does not permit even a'summary of 
Flynn’s many examples of how a machine 
actually operates. Naturally his examples 
are taken from local New York politics but 
the mechanics apply as well to Missouri and 
Illinois, if the ,reader will substitute the 
words “precinct”. for “district,” ‘ward’ 
for “‘assembly”’ and “county” for ‘“bor- 
ough.” The bases for all machines are 
patronage, governmental favors, including 
those from the courts, personal prestige and 
Nazi-like discipline within the organization. 

Fiynn is proud of the military discipline 
in the’ Bronx organization and the “chain 
of command’’ he established from country 
chairman down to district leaders. All 
business is conducted at party offices. 
Flynn boasts that he has never visited the 
homes of his subordinates and they have 
never been in his. 

Flynn, as boss of “the greatest Demo- 
cratic county north of the Mason-Dixon 
line,” was on intimate terms with the men 
he helped put int6d office, notably Gov. 
Smith, the discredited Mayor Walker of New 
York, and President Roosevelt. 

His associations with Roosevelt began in 
1924 when they unsucéeéessfully supported Al 
Smith for the presidential nomination at 
the Madison Square Garden convention. 
Unlike Farley, he was received ‘“‘socially”’ 
at. the White House and was consulted by 
Roosevelt on many major political questions. 

As to how .Roosevelt. got his start to the 
White House by election to the New York 
governorship in 1928, Flynn’s version of the 
famous telephone call to Warm Springs, Ga., 
differs from previous published acgounts. 
‘All other versions have it that Roobevelt

at first refused to accept the Democratic 
nomination because of his health. Flynn 
says the “‘main reason” for the refusal was 
Roosevelt’s worry about finances of the 
Warm Springs Foundation, into which he 
had put much of his personal fortune.

“After Roosevelt had talked to them 
(Smith and Raskob)—and in my opinion 


| because of the assurances given by Raskob 


—he agreed to have his name submitted to 
the convention.” 

Flynn seems to be using the advantage of 
afterthought on Roosevelt’s health. He 
writes that in 1940 “it was obvious to me 
even then that the President’s health was 
beginning to suffer ... He was no longer 
so young and he lacked some of the resil- 
fence and power of quick reaction he once 
had.” For that reason, he says, he did not 
urge him to seek a third term. 


Once the third term decision was made, 
Flynn helped Harry Hopkins put it over in 
the Chicago convention, although he 
thought the appointment of Hopkins as the 
President's personal representative was a 
mistake. In Flynn’s opinion Hopkins was 
an “amateur” and a “New Dealer.” 

After he succeeded Farley as National 
Chairman, Flynn insisted he would have 
nothing to do with the New Deal groups 
backing the third term. But even then he 
had his troubles with them over, as might 
be suspected, patronage. Although Roose- 
velt promised him that he would be con- 
sulted on all such jobs, he says flatly, “‘The 
President did not keep his word on many 
appointments.”’ 


Flynn, Angry, Hangs Up 
Phone on the President. 


Finally Roosevelt, at the urging of the 
New Dealers, appointed a United States Dis- 
trict Attorney in New York without telling 
Flynn, who was in California at the time. 
Infuriated, he telephoned Roosevelt that he 
was resigning from the chairmanship. 

“I was so angry,” he writes, “that before 
he (the President) had a chance to explain 
I very rudely hung up the telephone.” 

It would have been disastrous to the 
Democrats had Flynn resigned during the 
campaign. Frank Walker, another Roose- 
velt intimate, patched up the squabble. 

As a “‘regular’’ Democrat, Flynn believes 
the main reason that Willkie lost the 1940 
election was his refusal to co-operate with 
the “regular Republicans.” Observing that 
the regular Republicans did not want Will- 
kie nominated, he adds: 

“He overwhelmed them in Philadelphia. 
Unquestionably they left the convention 
with no kindly spirit toward their candidate. 
This feeling got worse, aggravated by the 
fact that Willkie took every opportunity he 
could to insult directly or indirectly the 
politicians in the Republigan party. This 
course of action never wins an election, and 
it can certainly help to lose one.” 

When 1944 came around, Flynn says that 
he urged Mrs. Roosevelt to use whatever in- 
fluence she had to keep the President from 
seeking a fourth term. 

“Medical men,” he writes, 
found him to be all right, but as a friend, 
when I looked at him I could see how much 
toll had been taken, so much that I never 
discussed the President’s -physical health 


‘with anyone, not even my wife.” 


Flynn was in Paris, on his way home 
from Soviet Russia and the Vatican, when 
he heard of Roosevelt’s death in April, 1945. 
He had made the Evropean journey at 
Roosevelt’s request to see what he could do 
to work out an agreement between the Pope 
and Russian leaders about Catholics in the 
Soviet Union. He does not disclose whether 
his mission was a success or failure, explain- 
ing that it has not been completed. 

In a chapter called “Retrospect on Roose- 
velt,” Flynn summarizes his opinion and re- 
gard for his friend and patron. He con- 
siders F.D.R. one of the greatest politicians 
he ever met. The only others he places in 
the same bracket are Al Smith and former 
Mayor LaGuardia of New York. Although 
he considers LaGuardia an “honest man,” 
he writes: 

“On the other hand, no one has better 
knowledge of political tricks than La- 
Guardia. No one has ever used those tricks 
more unscrupulously. He uses expertly all 
of the political claptrap necessary to arouse 
an indifferent electorate.” ‘ 

There is personal feeling in this appraisal. 
LaGuardia, as the champion of the Repub- 
licans and “independent” voters whom 
Flynn despises, crushed Tammany Hall in 
the mayoralty elections in which Flynn 
backed Paul V. McKee of the Bronx, and 
Tammany Hall supported John P. O’Brien 
for re-election.

The omens, it must be admitted, are not 
auspicious, nor are hopes likely to ‘run 
‘high. But before we comment on our im- 
mediate problems ft is surely wise to ex- 
amine this meeting in its true historical 
perspective. 

The United Nations organization was not 
the creation of a rosy idealism, but of stern 
reality. The discoveries of science within 
the memory of many now living have served 
to enrich and sometimes to endanger the 
world, but above all to contract it. 

We have entered an age when no natural 
barrier, whether mountain or ocean, can 
guarantee security against the new weapons 
which science has placed at the-disposal of 
mankind. Professor Trevelyan in: his bril- 
liant book, “English Social History,” writes, 
**Man has changed more in the last hundred 
years than in the previous thousand.”’ 


Whether we like it or not, we are all now 
one another’s neighbors. <A century ago, 
difficulties of communication and transport 
created shock absorbers in the world’s reac- 
tion to events. Now all that is changed. 
We now all live not only on the same planet, 
but in the same parish and almost on the 
same street. 

There is no escape from rubbing shoulders 
and so we must seek some form of world 
order or endure world brawling and world

Such taetics only weaken our self-respect

firmness and vigilance, threats and bluster 
are not going to get us anywhere either. 
To be firm in essentials, to be patient in 
explanation of what is our point of view 
even at the cost of endless repetition, to be 
cool and to leave the door open for agree- 
ment, these should be our present diree- 
tives. 

It seems unlikely that we shall see ot 
material modification of Soviet policies in 
the immediate future. Their whole trend 
today seems to be towards excluding for- 
eign contacts and deriding all that is not 
Communist inspired. 


chaos.- The Soviet Union, however, seems 
both unwilling to accept this truth for her- 
self or to allow others to base their collec- 
tive conduct upon it. 


U.N. Machinery Regarded 
As Adequate to Its Purposes. 


These same scientific discoveries which 
have outpaced political man have taught us 
another lesson, that of the interdependence 
of nations. There is no nation, however 
powerful and however rich in material re- 
sources, that cannot gain more for its people 
in association with others than by its own 
individual efforts within its own boundaries. 

It is the task of the United Nations to 
give constructive expression to that inter- 
dependence of nations. Here again it is 
the Soviet Union whose practices have ob- 
structed progress. 

Is the present organization of the United 
Nations capable of fulfilling its task, and is 
its present machinery adequate? 

That machinery is certainly not pesfect. 
We'can probably most: of us think of some 
amendments that we should like to make, 
and we should probably all start off. with 
the same one—the veto. 

But my question is not, would we like 
to amend the machinery? My question is: 
Is it adequate, in other words, can it be 
made to fulfill our purpose if the United 
Nations are determined in all sincerity to 
use it? 

The answer to this is yes, emphatically 
yes. 

The present charter represented the great- 
est common measure of agreement available 
when it was drafted. Admittedly that was 
in the pre-atomic age, but if fairly and hon- 
estly used the charter will work, just as the 
League of Nations could have been made 
to work. 

In my experience of international affairs, 
it is the human factor, as expressed in the 
policy of governments, and not the mechani- 
cal shortcomings, that has caused our fail- 
ures This brings me to the question of the 
veto, | 


Unanimous Aim is 
Assumption of Charter. 


Tfte United Nations charter was drafted 
on the assumption that all those who were 
joining the. organization would sincerely 
wish it to work. 

No other basis was possible. It was cer- 
tainly never contemplated at the time that 
the charter was drafted that the veto would 
be abused as it has been by the Soviet 
Union. 

Not only the records, but the spirit of the 
discussions at San Francisco show that 
clearly enough. Indeed the implication that 
there should be unanimity between the 
great powers is in itself perfectly - good 
sense. 

Without unanimity, which in its turn im- 
plies an example by the great powers in the 
acceptance of a rule of law, the United Na- 
tions can never fully serve its purpose. Yet 
the Soviet Union has so completely distorted 
the. essential purpose of the charter as to 
create the inevitable impression that her in- 
tention is to make the whole machinery un- 
workable. 


The veto An the Security Council has so 


We should not, however, accept it as in- 
evitable that Sresent Soviet policies will 
continue for all time. 


| Immediate problems may be. vexing and 
disheartening but this must not cause us to 
lose grip of long-term: opportunities. How- 
ever discouraging the present phase may be, 
we should do well to remember that it *may 
prove to be no more than a phase. 

This does not mean that we should be 
half-hearted in our faith. On the contrary, 
let us hold to it and understand it. — 

To create confidence and to build peace 
is a long term business. We shall live 
to see only a phase of it, though it may be 
the decisive phase, and the prize is the 
greatest that the human race has to win. 

The forthcoming assembly of the United 
Nations will be crucial. The principal) items 
on the agenda, apart from the Palestine 
question, are the frontier disputes in Greece 
and the abolition, or limitation, of the veto. 

Unhappily, however, Greece is a country 
in which political opinions have always 
tended to extremes. It would nevertheless 
be wrong to pretend that this is the main 
cause of the dangerous situation which has 
developed on her northern frontiers. This 
she owes above all to her northern neigh- 
bors. When, therefore, the United States 
Government proposed a permanent Balkan 
commission of investigation which would 
have allowed: the world to know and to 
judge the truth of events on Greece’s north- 
ern frontiers, they were suggesting a course 
which was not only within the right of the 
United Nations,: but their positive duty. 


Whole. Purpose of U.N. 
Is Challenged by Veto. 


I have little doubt that the mere estab- 
lishment of such a commission would have 
done much to steady the situation. Rus- 
sia’s veto of the proposal was therefore a 
challenge to the whole purpose of the Unit- 
ed Nations, and indefensible on the part of 
any country which purports to observe the 
spirit of the charter. 

No country can prosper under constant 
threats to the security of her frontiers, still 
less a country which has suffered at enemy 
hands as Greece has suffered. It is there- 
fore salutary that the issue should be 
brought to a head at the assembly. 

Our concern, the concern of all the United 
Nations, should be for the unity of the 
world, its freedom and its harmony. These 
objectives can be achieved only by continual 
vigilance and by prompt action wherever 
danger threatens. 

If, by invariable obstruction on the part 
of one great power, such action is wholly 
prevented or indefinitely delayed, either 
the right of veto must be restricted or else 
the whole machinery of the United Nations 
will be brought to a standstili. 

These are the stark realities. 
be faced. 

This does not mean that it is too late for 
wiser counsels to prevail. No one who hag 
faith in international organization can be 
prepared to accept defeat in the struggle at 
this stage. 

We must not yet abandon the battle for 
unity. The stake is too high. 

The hour is full late, but the Soviet Union 
can yet show by her conduct at the Assem- 
bly that she understands that she to has @ 
share in that stake.

It was De Tocqueville who likened the devel- 
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opment of nations to that of men, saying that , 


as the man is to be seen in the cradle of the 


child, so the circumstances that accompany the 


birth of nations affect the whole term of their 
being. This is a fancy which—with profit —can 


be carried further in connection with the United: 


States in these days of debate about Marshall 
plans, Truman doctrines and international loans. 

Almost instinctively, some Americans draw 
back from such help to peoples they do not 
know. The old, unrationalized aversion to for- 
eigners asserts itself against the logic of history. 
Even on Washington's highest levels where the 
necessity of assistance to Europe is realized 
clearly enough, there still is—two ‘years after 
the war’s end—uncertainty as to how it should 
be extended. The objective—countering com- 
munistic totalitarianism—is plain enough, but 
its achievement is hampered by temporizing and 
false starts. 

Washington does not yet have a detailed for- 
eign policy, a positive picture of the Europe it 
must help to create. And there are those who 
do not regret the lack; they are all for confining 
American energy to America. These are the 
arrested adolescents, the apron-string politicians, 
the timid ‘ones who, having been driven into the 
world whirlpool, want to go home again—and 
stay there. 

That they should be among us is understand- 
able. We are, after all, new to our international 
role. For more than a century, America was 
free to devote itself exclusively to the develop- 
ment of its own resources. There was no inter- 
ference from abroad, and we had no obligations 
abroad. Under the circumstances, a token army 
“and navy sufficed. No real foreign ‘policy was 
necessary. Sublimely self-centered, we tore the 
wealth out of a continent and invested it in the 
production of more wealth. The process was 
sensationally successful. It made the United 


States the world’s richest, most powerful nation. 


But with power inevitably came authority and 
responsibility. The nation did not particularly 
want it to be that way. It was in no hurry about 
coming of age. It hardly recognized the fact 
when maturity was upon it. And yet America 
exerted its new strength. There was the Vene- 
zuela dispute with Great Britain and the 
Spanish-American War. Small beginnings, but 

“the United States was asserting itself against 
the older nations. 

The first war floated us into international 

_ politics—up_to the neck. The Armistice found 
us swimming in deep water. We hastily struck 
out for the shore, but the old haven was no 
longer there. The old isolation had become 
impossible. And the second victory in Europe 
made ours the most decisive voice in the world. 

Such eminence’ came to other nations in the 
past—to Rome and Spain, France and Britain. 
Some abused the trust of history and sank to 
lower levels than those.from which they had 
risen. The Romans and the English met the 
challenge most imaginatively, That's why their 
chapters in the history-books are the longest. 

America now faces the test. Aided by atomic 
energy, we might take the lead in perfecting 
a co-operation of nations which would be man’s 
greatest blessing. Or frustrated by lack of clear 
purpose, we might waste our substance in a 
disintegrating world. But- one thing is certain: 
We have reached maturity; there is no returning 
to infancy, however happy it may have been. 

If De Tocqueville was right in saying of 
nations that the cradle foreshadows the man, 
then our thrilling libertarian origing promise a 
splendid future. We had better be about its 


shaping. 
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Pepper is Agreeable 


Down at Tallahassee, Senator Pepper of Flor- 
ida says that although he realized his ambition 
when he was elected to the United States Senate, 
if the Democratic party should feel that he 
could render “greater service in some other way, 
I would be greatly influenced by that feeling.”:

The 
rise in the price level during the war, when 
OPA was on the job, was small compared with 
what has happened since, and what is still hap- 
pening to an alarming degree. | 

Many autopsies have been held over OPA and 
the Republicans, under the leadership of Sena- 
tors Taft and Wherry, are generally credited or 
debited with administering the fatal stroke. But 
in all fairness, Mr. Truman bears an important 
responsibility because he had previously ended 
wage controls—as though prices and wages are 
not intimately linked. Then Congress, with the 
President’s consent, killed the excess profits tax, 
which had rigidly controlled profits. Price con- 
trol itself was thus made untenable by the 
removal of contrpl over wages and profits. 

It might be said that this is all past history. 
But in view of the runaway price picture of 
today, perhaps we can learn something from 
past history—particularly when even such intel- 
ligent men as Senator Flanders don’t know 
where we are going from here. 
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A Poor Kind of Campaigning 
That picture of the President sitting in his car 
while five other men pushed it out of the ditch 
on a road near Rio is the sort of thing a pro- 
spective candidate should avoid like the plague. 
Granted there were half a dozen timeservers 
telling him just to stay seated, the photo still 
made a bad impression. The thing to create a 
good impression would have been a picture of 

Mr. Truman with his shoulder to the wheel. 
One of our other Presidents did\this sort of 
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thing much better, When he had his picture 


taken fishing, it showed only the grin of victory, 


as he watched the trout floundering at the end 
of the line, with never a hint of the Secret 
Service man who fixed it there. These are things 
a President should watch.

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A Neglected Asset 


Marquis Childs, in one of his graphic reports 


from Warsaw, calls attention to the pitifully 


small effort which the United States is making 
to describe our way of life to the Polish peopk. 
The American information office in Warsaw— 
the only one in all Poland—consists of two 
Americans and nine Pojish employes. Even the 
financially-stricken British do better than that. 
They have 19 citizens of Britain on the job and 
56 Poles; the British office is able to publish a 
weekly about Britain in Polish. 

Our pitiful effort in Poland is typical of what 
the United States is failing to do in this field 


_ aver Europe generally. After the war we had 


a splendid organization of, trained persons at 
information outposts virtually around the world. 
They were eager and able to get word of what 
was going on in the United States to news- 
hungry young citizens of many lands, One by 
one the outposts have been closed; by the hun- 
dreds the personnel has gone into other work. 

The library program is another case in point. 
Germans in the American.zone were ravenous 
for facts about ‘the United States. To meet this 
hunger, an American library system in Berlin, 
Frankfurt, Munich and a few other key centers 
was undertaken. But no American personnel 
was provided. If the American Military Govern- 
ment force is to be held to a paltry 4000 in Ger- 
many, obviously few can be put in library work. 
The result is that the libraries are staffed with 
Germans who may be non-Nazis, but who cannot, 
in any way, be representatives of American life 
and culture. 

Our tremendous investment in Europe re- 
quires us to do more than we are doing to coun- 


‘ter Communism with a positive American pro- 


gram. Many combat commanders will testify 
to the value of leaflet news sheets and surrender 
appeals dropped by plane in the war.

“If the housing shortage is not licked by 
Feb. 29,” says Chairman Wolcott of the House 


Banking Committee, “rent controls will prob- .

He was grinding when his committee 
carefully neglected to offer any companion 
measure for the Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill. He 
grinds every time he tries for bigger (and 
shakier) federal insurance for mortgage-holders. 

Mr. Wolcott, that is, is playing shabby politics 
with housing, and his committee's 1948 rent bill 
may show marvels outdoing even those of the 
present one. So far, homeless Americans have 
been amazingly patient with such anti-housing 
machinations. It’s still a question whether 
double-talk and sabotage can keep them in line 
for the 1948 elections. 
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The C, P. Misses the Train 


There is usually at least a surface plausibility 
ir? the efforts of the Communist party in the 
United States to give the appearance of champ- 
ioning democratic government while actually 
trying to discredit it. The party line it has 
adopted toward the tour of the Freedom Train 
is not, however, plausible superficially or other- 
wise. It is merely confused. 

The Communist party’s position seems to be 
that it takes these truths to be self-evident ex- 
cept when they are approved by the National 
Association of Manufacturers, the United States 
Chamber of Commerce and Winthrop W., Ald- 
rich. 

In the first place, it is grotesque for Commun- 
ists in the United States to speak of freedom 
when those who live in Russia dare not speak 
with the slightest freedom for fear of their 
lives. In the second, the contention that a dem- 
onstration of America’s heritage of freedom is 
subject to attack because there are some re- 
actionaries among its sponsors is sheer muddle- 
headedness. 

The executive committee of the Communist 
party in the United States should be stimulated 
to do better than that. No country offers a 
more direct stimulus to success than the Soviet 
Union, which does so by rewarding failure with 
the last freedom remaining in the U.S.S.R.— 
freedom to depart this life.

Mr. Williams’ Epic 


HOUSE DIVIDED, by Ben Ames Williams. (Houghton 
Mifflin Ce., Boston.) 


Fifteen hundred and nineteen pages—the 
longest single novel, the author claims— 
are bound to attract attention. Long novels 
nearly always do, perhaps because only 
ambitious authors with conviction of talent 
and consciousness of purpose write them. 
Discussions of this novel on the Civil War 
South are apt to dwell more on shortcom- 
ings than on the very solid virtues, 

This is no colorful romance. Readers 
looking for another “Gone With the Wind” 
will be disappointed. Courage in battle and 
love in the moonlight, though plentiful 
enough, are written down, Mr. Williams 
attempts to record life as it was, not to 
excuse or defend it, but to make it plaus- 
ibly human, 

Mr. Williams sets himself up as a his- 
torian, Sixty thousand words are devoted 
to Gettysburg, mostly to strategy and 
tactics and the clash of personalities that 
determined the course of the battle. Such 
sections should furnish a field day for 
the experts. 

Then there is the 
matter of Lincoln’s_ 
grandparentage. The 
plan of the story is to 
trace the effect upon 
the five Currains of 
the discovery that 
Nancy Hanks, mother 
of the man who had 
ruined their world, 
was the illegitimate 
daughter of their 
father: that Linco'n #& 
was their nephew, 

This is not a wise 
plan. The _ illegiti- 
macy of Mrs. Thomas 
Lincoln is at best a suspicion, possible but 
unsupported by any evidence yet discov- 
ered. It is absurd to erect the result of 
20 years’ study and three years’ actual 
writing on a mere rumor. 

Moreover, it isn’t essential to the story. 
The rea] plot is the effect of the war on 
these five people, and on their husbands, 
wives, children and friends. The Lincoln 
relationship affects Travis Currain briefly. 
Cinda and Tilda forget it. Faunt harps on 
it off and on, but the determining event in 
his development is his discovery that the 
chapel he had built as a memorial to his

. wife and daughter had been used by the 


Northern army as a stable. Even Tony, 
who uses it to excuse some of his more 
lurid sins, was degenerate at the outset, 
The characters and the incidents are 
somewhat studied, and the approach is 
critical and analytical rather than evoca- 
tive. Nevertheless, “House Divided” is 
stimulating and convincing. For so long 
and diverse a novel it is remarkably clear 
and more remarkably even in composition. 
No author’s weariness mars the closing 
chapters as spoiled the last third of 
“Anthony Adverse.” It is a good, sincere 


book, but not a great one.

Charms of a Roman Poet 


HORACE, by Henry Dwight Sedgwick, (Harvard Uni- 
versity Press, Cambridge, Mass.) 

Last year a disgruntled lawyer caused 
considerable comment when he sued. the 
late Arthur Train, author of “The Auto- 
biography of Ephraim Tutt,” on the grounds 
of misrepresentation, claiming that the 
book was a fictional biography and not 
autobiography at all. Whether Henry 
Dwight Sedgwick’s “Horace: A Biography” 
is, in reality, “Horace: a running commen- 
tary,” is open to question. 

It is certainly a charming 175 pages, for 
the author is urbane, chatty and frank. He 
mixes the scholarly and the familiar, Boc- 
caccio and Will Rogers; he tells us when 
Horace is dull, vulgar, or in bad taste, even 
when his poems are eminently “skippable.” 
Mr. Sedgwick tastes Horace for us with the 
palate of a connoisseur and tells us where- 
of we should drink. And whatever the 
reader may come to think of Horace, he 
will certainly finish the little book with a 
fondness for Mr. Sedgwick. 

The volume is, however, easier to under- 
stand as a guidebook to Horace than as 
a biography. The brief chapters some- 
times summarily catalogue the contents of 
the poet’s satires, epodes or odes, some- 
times give a full prose translation of a 
single poem, There are descriptions of the 
wines Horace drank, the friends he knew, 
the genres in which he wrote, and specu- 
lations as to the women whom he liked. 

Much of this is pure conjecture, from 
the text of the poems, open to the same 
criticism which Mr. Sedgwick himself right- 
ly turns on the German scholars who in- 
terpret Epode IX as indicative of the fact 
that Horace was with Maecenas at Actium. 
Such inferences are, as Mr. Sedgwick well 
knows, tenuous, however intergsting. 

The volume as a whole is a happy ex- 
ample of popularization, giving the flavor 
of the poet and the background of his 
stratum and his times appealingly and, for 


the most part, accurately.

Mexico’s Great Bandit 


PANCHO VILLA'S SHADOW. by Ernest Otto Schuster. 

(Exposition Press, New York.) ) 

Pancho Villa has been dead 24 years, but 
his name still provokes arguments in Mexi- 
ean cantinas. Was he devil or saint, bandit 
out to line his own pockets or revolutionary 
and “Robin Hood” (as the book's subtitle 
describes him)? While frankly an apologia, 
there is enough factual and eyewitness 
material here to make it worth while for 
anyone interested in the background and 
personnel of Mexico’s revolutions, 

Born in 1878, christened Doroteo Arango, 
Villa was the first child in a family of 
farm laborers. From the age of 10 (when 
his father died) he worked on a ranch to 
support the family. At 15 he decided this 
was not the way to get ahead, became a 
stage driver, was “framed” for cattle 
rustling, came out of prison sworn to ven- 
geance on hacienda owners and federal 
troops, A personal killing sealed his road 
back to respectability. He murdered the 
man who had “betrayed” his sister. 

For 15 years his band terrorized northern

In 1920 Huerta, then President, bribed 
Villa into retirement, presenting him with 
a ranch of 160,000 fertile acres and over 
3,000,000 pesos in stock and modern equip- 
ment. Here he lived the life of any old 
hacendado, surrounded by rancheros who 
were formerly his Dandidos. However, he 
had made Many enemies, and in 1923 was 
assassinated, 

His funeral was attended by the poor in 
large numbers, He was buried in a simple 
plot. The Government never allowed his 
body to be returned to the 2,000,000-peso 
vault he had erected for himself and his 
generals (mast of whom preceded him in 
death). 

The assassin served several months, was 
released by one-armed President Obregon, 
a revolutionary general who had his own 
score to settle with Villa. Four years later 
Obregon met his death in the same fashion, 
bullets at close range. Telescopic justice, 
one might call it, or must a revolutionary 
era eliminate its footprints, and those who 
make them? IRVIN DAGEN.

Egypt Tension 
Hastens British

LONDON, Sept. 13 (AP). 


OVERNMENT sources said 

today that English-Egyptian 

tension had “hastened” the 
revamping of Britain’s imperial 
defense plans, and a War Office 
spokesman said it had been de- 
cided to establish military supply 
bases in Kenya, East Africa. 

The spokesman said large quan- 
tities of military stores, supplies, 
transport and armament were 
being withdrawn from Egypt and 
India and gent to Kenya. 

Earlier, a dispatch from Nai- 
robi, Kenya capital, quoted offi- 
cial sources as saying 300 mem- 
bers of the Royal Engineers had 
arrived there to build depots for 
“huge quantities” of military 
stores drawn from Egypt. 

The dispatch said troops would 
modernize rail and road routes 
from Nairobi to the Indian Ocean. 

The War Office spokesman said 
no final decision had been made 
to make Kenya Britain's main 
Middle East military base. 

Other government informants 
pointed out that “worsening rela- 
tions” between Britain and Egypt 
had been underlined by the re- 
cent request of Egyptian Premier 
Mahmoud Nokrashi Pasha for a 
United States mission to aid in 
modernizing the army 
and-air force. Nokrashi Pasha 
also was reported to have asked 
for American technical -assistance 
in setting yp arms factories, civil 
and military air stations and for 
training military personnel. 


FRENCH ANNOUNCE REBELLION 
IN MADAGASCAR IS ENDING 


PARIS, Sept. 13 (AP) — The 
French News Agency reported to- 
day the rebellion in Madagascar 
was dying down, with 13,900 in- 
surgents surrendering to French 
forces in the last 13 days.

Of Anyone to Define Americanism 


Only in Lands Like Spain or Russia Could 
Group Like House Un-American Activities 
Committee Exist, He Writes.

T would be amusing were it not so painful to watch the attempts 
by certain misguided individuals in this free and democratic 
country to tell the rest of us what “Americanism” is 


and “the American way of life.” 


Outside of the totalitarian coun- 
tries I have never seen anything 
like it. Only in dictatorial lands 
like Spain and Russia—as in pre- 
war Germany and Italy—would it 
be possible to set up a body such 
as the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities with its ap- 
parently legal powers to determine 
for 140,000,000 citizens just what is 
“American” and what is not. 

“Americanism” is surely a 
grandiose conception denoting 
much that is noble and good and 
great but neithér the Good Lord 
nor the Constitution, so far as I 
can make out, ever delegated the 
wisdom to any man or organiza- 
tion to determine exactly what it 
means nor the power to make the 
free citizens conform to their nar- 
row definition of it. ' 

Ridiculous to Foreigners. 

To a Britisher or a Frenchman 
or an Italian or a Swiss or @ 
Swede the very idea of some com- 
mittee of politicians telling them 
what it is to be “British” or 
“French” or “Italian” or “Swiss” 
or “Swedish” would be utterly 
ridiculous. Their cultures, their 
ways of life, like our own, have & 
stamp of individuality which re- 
flects the genius of the race and 
its institutions and its history. 
But no single man or body of men 
in those European lands has had 
the presumption to lay down the 
law as to exactly what their na- 
tionality stands for. 

In Russia, of course, the rulers 
have that presumption and ed- 
itors, writers, musicians and 
everybody else have to toe the 
line, though it must be very con- 
fusing because their land, even 
more than our own, is the result 
of a weird mixture of history. 
Russia, you could say, is Ivan the 
Terrible and Peter the Great and 
Lenin and Trotsky and Stalin and 
Pushkin and Tolstoy and Gorki 
and much else. That is varied, 
to say the least. 

But I do not see why the House 
Un-American Committee or, say, 
the American Legion committee 
on “Americanism” should emulate 
the Kremlin and, making a mock- 
ery of the Bill of Rights, lay down 
the line on “Americanism” to you 
and me. 

What is happening in America 
at the moment, it seems to me, is 
an organized effort on the part 
of a tiny minority, under the guise 
of furthering “Americanism” and 
“loyalty,” to drive us all into a 
dreadful, stultifying conformity. 
Nothing could be more un-Ameri- 
can, for surely much of our suc- 
cess in the New World has been 
due to our shunning conformity 
like the plague. 

Conformity, Not Conviction. 

Henry Steele Commager, one of 
our most distinguished American 
historians, puts his finger on our 
trouble in an article in the current 
Harper’s entitled “Who Is Loyal 
to America?” 

Commager finds our present 
concept of loyalty as conformity 
to be utterly false. “It is narzgow 
and restrictive,” he says, “denies 
freedom of thought and of con- 
science, and is_ irremediably 
stained by private and selfish con- 
siderations.” 

Specifically, he argues, “it is 
uncritical and unquestioning ac- 
ceptance of America as it is—the 
political institutions, the social] re- 
lationships, the economic prac- 
tices. . . . It abandons evolution, 
repudjates the once popular con- 
cept of progress and regards 
America as a finished product, 
perfect and complete.” 

All of us Americans believe we 
are pretty good. But are we per- 
fect and complete? Commager 
finds that in our new hysteria we

Back to Founding Fathers, 

How can we be rescued in 
America from our present plight 
of hysterical intolerance and 
refuge in dull conformity? By re- 
covering Our common sense, for 
one thing. By recalling our his- 
tory and especially the advice of 
our founding fathers, for one of 
the misfortunes of the Republic 
has been to have sprouted nearly 
all its great statesmen at the time 
of its birth and in the first cen- 
tury of its progress. Since we 
have no political leaders today of 
the stature of Jefferson or Mad- 
ison or Franklin or Lincoln we 
have to go back to them in ordgr 
to get straight again what “Amer- 
icanism” really means. 

Oddly enough, the United States 
Supreme Court may be of con- 
siderable help in our present men- 
tal and spiritual crisis. It, at 
least, has not lost its head, re- 
gardiess of the election returns. 
Take its decision in the Barnette 
case, cited by Commager. Amer- 
icans today could do worse than 
heed its wise words. 

“If there is any fixed star in 
our Constitutional constellation,” 
said the Supreme Court, “it is 
that no official, high or petty, can 
prescribe what shall be orthodox 
in politics, nationalism, religion, 
or other matters of opinion, or 
force citizens to confess by word 
or act their faith therein. If 
there are any circumstances which 
permit an exception they do not 
now occur to us.” 

Lessons From History. 

Is that, with its fine irony, not 
a splendid concept of “American- 
ism”? And is not this, also from 
the same decision: “Ulimate fu- 
tility of such attempts to compel 
obedience is the lesson of every 
such effort from the Roman drive 
to stamp out Christianity as a dis- 
turber of pagan unity, the Inquisi- 
tion as a means to religious and 
dynastic unity, the Siberian exiles 
as a means to Russian unity, down 
to the fast-falling efforts of our 
present totalitarian enemies. 
Those who begin coercive elimina- 
tion of dissent soon find them- 
selves exterminating dissenters. 
Compulsory unification of opinion 
achieves only the unanimity of 
the graveyard.”? 

As a matter of fact, we Amer- 
icans have plenty of good advice 
and many splendid examples—all 
American—to turn to if we really 
want to rid ourselves of phoney 
“Americanism” and find the real 
thing. 

There was the late Justice 
Holmes, for instance, who warned, 
“that we should be eternally vigi- 
lant against attempts to check 
the expression of opinions that we 
loathe and believe to be fraught 
with death.” There wa the 
Declaration of Independence, so 
little understood by false patri- 
ots who are always quoting—or 
misquoting— it, which laid it 
down for Americans that “when- 
ever any form of government 
becomes destructive of these ends 
(life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness), it is the right of the 
people to alter or to abolish it.” 

Ond of course there was Jeffer- 
son, who contemplating the folly 
of puny human beings, insisted 
that, as he put it, “the tree of 
liberty must be refreshed from 
time to time with the blood of 
patriots and martyrs.” 

If these statements sound “sub- 
versive,” as they would if uttered 
today, consider the source—the 
very best a truly loyal American

Quick Action 
To Aid Europe 
Termed Vital 


Only Conclusion Is 
Special Session 
Must Be Called, 
.O’Flaherty Says.

ARNINGS of Europe’s des- 

perate plight have assumed a 

new tone of and 
fright. Lingering doubts as to the 
reality of its needs vanish as the 
reports pile up in Washington. 

Obviously, the timetable for ex- 
tending help from America must 
be revised, with congressional ac- 
tion on the Marshall Plan in No- 
vember instead of January. 

By January, the situation on 
the continent of Europe might be 
completely out of hand, with lines 
of communication disrupted and 
all hope gone of implementing the 
promises of this summer. 

If no funds have been appro- 
priated by Congress until Febru- 
ary or March, the damage to 
American interests and to our 

restige throughout the world will 
e irretrievable. Thé months of 
desperation wiH be January and 
February, as they were this past 
winter. 

That means almost immediate 
action. We are pledged to pro- 
vide the food and the materials 
to carry Europe through this win- 
ter. It would be folly to try to 
carry out the pledge after the 
people who expect it have endured 
starvation and cold during a long 
debate over ways and means of 
providing it. 

Help or Explosion. 

American observers have looked 
into every part of western Europe 
and all agree that the situation 
will explode unless the ships car- 
rying supplies are en route across 
the Atlantic this fall and early 
winter. Just what is meant by 
“explode” is left to conjecture. 

Certainly, it means a breakdown 
in the control of masses of people 
searching angrily for food and 
clothing. It means a breakdown 
in internal communications. It 
means the closing of factories; 
mass unemployment; financial up- 
heaval with currencies losing 
value; extension of black markets 
and illegal trading. Over all will 
arise a protest against the eco- 
nomic and political system respon- 
sible and a groping for other 
means of providing a living stand- 
ard above the subsistence level. 

If such an explosion occurs, the 
cost to the United States would be 
greater than any foreseeable ex- 
penditures on European relief, The 
iron curtain might be moved over 
to the coast of France. 

The European conference of 16 
nations is completing a report an- 
swering Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall’s request for indica- 
tions of self-help in return for aid 
from this side. This report will 
outline the immediate needs, prob- 
ably with an appeal for an im- 
mediate appropriation of around 
$2,500,000,000 to carry the signa- 
tory nations through the early 
winter. 

Guessing on Costs, 

Actually, the European confer- 
ence could not estimate the needs 
in dollars for a period of four 
years without going into the wild- 
est guessing as to what food and 
materials would be worth even one 
year from now. Consequently, the 
problem will center on the immegdi- 
ate needs and the only body that 
can satisfy them is the United 
States Congress. 

There are many intangible bene- 
fits in quick action. For instance, 
the greatest need of all Europe 
is for coal, England cannot supply 
it. Therefore, the Ruhr mines must 
be called on to do the job. We 
can supply the Ruhr with modern 
machines and equipment if funds 
for this purpose are made avail- 
able. Under such pressure, many 
of Europe’s ills might be cured.

Certainly these recent Hungart- 
an elections proved costly for the 
Budapest government’s prestige 
abroad—and perhaps even more 
so for its reputation at e.

create nuisances from the stand- 
point of odors, noises or the emis- 
sion of dust or dirt are prohibited 
in the commercial district. 

4. Industrial and manufacturing 
plants must in general be in the 
industrial area which may be for 
any purpose except those subject 
to ereating offensive “odors, acid 
fumes, dusts or those using large 
quantities of hazardous materials. 
5. In the unrestricted district

The exceptions to the uses of 
property in the commercial, in- 
dustrial and unrestricted districts 
are all definitely mentioned in the 
zoning law.

Some of the principal zoning 
violations are the following: 

a. The use of single family resi- 


alterations are made (unless au- 
thorized by law).

Before any building, except one 
and two family residences, is oc- 
cupied, it is necessary to obtain an 
Occupancy Permit from the Build- 
ing ioner. (Note: For 
apartment houses and hotels, the 
Occupancy Permit is to be ob 
tained by the owner of the build- 
ing, not the individual tenants.) 

This fact is generally unknown 
to citizens, hut is a requirement of 
the zoning law as well:'as the 
building code.

cently, big Joe Saltis looked up 
at his doctor and, half boastfully, 
half wistfully, said, “I'm Joe 
Saltis, the beer baron. Remember 
me? “ 

The doctor didn’t. Neither did 
anyone else much except his fam- 
ily, some surviving members of 
Chicago's’ gangland of the fabu- 
lous twenties, and a handful of the 
older newspaper men who knew 
the score. ‘They gave him a para- 
graph. , 

He was buried in a simple steel 
casket, topped with’a few wreaths. 
Had he died 20, or even 15 years 
ago, the story of his demise would 
have been big on the front pages, 
and his funeral would have been 
one of the type which lent color 


limousines (bullet-proof) and 10- 
ton trucks to carry the flowers. 

As it was there were only @ 
handful to mourn his passing.

He was gener- 
ally believed ~fo have been Polish, 
perhaps because the district where 
he lived and Jater flourished was 
largely inhabited by Polish work- 
men and their families. He was 
known sometimes as The Behe- 
moth Pole. : 


Joe got his first job as a “pig- 
sticker” in the stockyards at 10 
cents an hour. He tried many 
other jobs as he was growing up. 
When the first World War started, 
he had become a neighborhood 
saloon keeper over back of the 
yards, where is concentrated the 
bulk of the foreign population 
whose men, women and children 
earn their living working in the 
packing plants and factories,

So when prohibitidn came along, 
Joe found himself surrounded by 
about 200,000 parched throats, It 
would have been a shame to pass 
up such a market. Joe, like most 
of the foreign-born in the section, 
could néver bring himself to look 
upon beer as illegal. Consequently 
there was no question of morality 
involved in its manufacture and 
sale. 

Saltis saw his opportunity., He 
also knew his beer, having been 
virtually reared in a brewery 
which a relative had operated 
back in Austria-H ry. He 
went to see his friend, John Ding- 
bat O’Berta, political boss of the 
district. He explained the possi- 
bilities to Dingbat who caught on 
quickly: Within a year Joe and 
Dingbat were in the big money. 

First they bought a brewery in 
Wasau, Wis., which took care of 
the demand for a time. But it was

cided, was too far to run beer into 


Chicago, so they became owners 


of one Chicago brewery and part 
owners of another. 

Saltis persuaded the joints in 
his district to sell his beer with- 
out much difficulty. His three 
breweries were providing him an 
income of around $5000 a week 
in the early 20's. Joe bought a 
country estate up in Wisconsin, 
with an eight-room house, a silver 
fox farm and a private golf 
course. Dingbat started playing 
golf and Joe bought two airplanes 
and took up flying. 


By 1925, when Capone was 
rising to power, Joe and Dingbat 
were a going concern and as 
firmiy established as such a busi- 
ness could ever hope to be. Their 
milk route, as the gangs called 
them, numbered 200 loyal saloons. 
They stayed in their’own south- 
west district and Capone didn’t 
bother them as long as they sent 
him a nice cut of the profits at 
regular intervals. 


Capone looked: upon Saltis as 
an ally until the October after- 
noon in 1925 that Earl Weiss, 
rival of Capone in the beer racket 
and inventor of the take-him-for- 
a-ride technique of killing, him- 
self stopped 10 steel jacketed .45 
caliber bullets fired from ambush. 
On Weiss’ body and in his safe 
were a couple of remarkable docu- 
ments. Saltis and his bodyguard- 
chauffeur had been indicted and 
were on trial for the killing of 
a minor gangster named John 
Foley who had tried to invade 
their territory. Papers found on 
Weiss’ body contained evidence 
that Weiss had raised a $100,000 
defense’ fund for Saltis. 


So Saltis and Weiss had been 
in conspiracy against the great 
Capone? Saltis was acquitted by 
the court, but not by Capone. 
Saltis knew the penalty of a 
double-cross. He knew he was a 
dead man as soon as he left the 
protection of the county jail, un- 
less he squared himself. 


He appealed to Dingbat and 
Dingbat. appealed to Maxie Eisen, 
asly and devious fishmarket rack- 
eteer to whom évery pushcart 
peddler paid tribute. Maxie, after 
rolling the problem around in his 
sharp brain, decided the solution 
lay in an armed truce. All the 
gangs to cut out all the shoot- 
ing. That way life would be not 
only simpler but much more per- 
manent. 


Maxie dropped the thought that 
the shootings were hurting nobody 
but the gangsters themselves in 
the right places, sure they would 
reach the ears of the Big Guy. 
They did. Capone thought it 
over, decided they were as bunch 
of saps, shooting each other, and 
on Wednesday, Oct. 20, 1926, a 
gangsters’ peace parley was held 
at the Sherman Hotel, across the 
street from the office of the chief 


of police. 

Present were a choice selection 
of men of distinction—murderers, 
panders, jewel thieves, terrorists. 
It was a Who’s Who of the Un- 
derworld. The terms of the agree- 
ment which they solemnly reached 
were: 

1. General ammesty. 

2. No more murders or beatings. 

3. All past killings and. shoot- 
ings attributed to gangsters to be 
looked upon as closed incidents. 

4. All tale-bearing between fac- 
tions by cops or presented through 
the press, old telegrams or other 
documents dated prior to the 
peace treaty to be disregarded. 

5. Leaders of factions to be held 
responsible for any infractions of 
the. pact. 

*x* * 

HE boys then divided the town 

up into zones of occupation, and 

Saltis was ordered to stay in 
his own backyard in the southwest, 
restricting himself to his route of 
200 saloons. Capone was supreme 
with no less than 20,000 bootleg 
outlets, 

Thanks to the peace pact, Sal- 
tis and his bodyguard could 
emerge from the ‘safety of the 
county jail, which they did. There 
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wasn’t a single gang murder in’ 


Chicago for two whole months. 
Then a gangster named Hillory 
Ciements was killed. He was one 
of Ralph Sheldon’s outfit. Ralph 
was a graduate of the Egan gang 
in St. Louis and there had been 
bad blood between Sheldon and 
Saltis. Two of his men had been 
killed, reputedly for having tried 
to invade Saltis’s territory. Two 
months and 12 days later two of 
Saltis’s gang were shot in a car 
from ambush. This put Saltis in 
his place and never again did he 
venture to annoy any Capone ally. 

At the height of his career Joe 
was worth from three to five mil- 
lion dollars. He spent his money 
lavishly, especially on his wife and 
feur children. His wife later re- 
paid him in typical fashion by 
keeping the money and property 
he had signed over to her in what 
he though was an adroit move to 
out-smart the law. 

He bought a $50,000 home in 
Chicago’s exclusive Beverly Hills 
section and gave his wife jewels, 
furs and fine clothes. His young- 
sters each got a new car every 
year and they never woke up in 
the morning without finding a $10 
or $20 which Big Joe had slipped 
onto their dressing tables, a ges- 
ture which showed he, was not en- 
tirely without sentiment, misguid- 
ed as it might have been. 

“I suppose I spoiled them,” Joe 
said later in court, when his wife 
was seeking to divorce him and his 
children were not present. 

In 1928, Joe enjoyed his biggest 
publicity. He was being sought 
on a gun-toting charge and as po- 
lice searched everywhere for him, 
the Chicago Tribune ran a daily

front page item stating how many 
days since he had been convicted 
but not apprehended. It ran for 
208 days. 

When he finally decided to sur- 
render, Joe was sentenced to 460 
days in jail. It was his only con- 
viction, despite the fact that he 
was picked up and questioned in 
numerous gangland slayings and 
was charged and tried in the Fol¢y 
killing. . 

When. prohibition was repealed, 
Joe was still a wealthy man but 
he outsmarted himself when he 
tried to outsmart the law by put- 
tin everything in his wife’s name. 
It was about that time she de- 
cided she was through. She filed 
suit for divorce and announced 
that she was keeping everything. 


That was in 1933. They were 
reconciled but from then on she 
refused to give him back his 
property. Friends said she had 
him on an allowance. She started 
divorce proceedings several more 
times, but each time he talked 


her out of it.

S stormy character and the Saltis 

home life must have been any- 
thing but dull. It was not un- 
common for him to be arrested 
at home on charges of assault 
and disorderly+ conduct growing 
out of quarrels with his wife and 
family. He also loved a barroom 
brawl and once he took on and 
whipped four steel workers in a 
tavern brawl. 

In the last divorce hearing 
brought by his wife in 1941, she 
and his children charged him 
with being demented. They also 
charged that he got drunk, threw 
eggs in the parlor and garbage 
all over the house, 

After his death they told news- 
men: “He was a swell guy. He 
treated us good.”

Once he had been a snappy 
dresser, given to hombyrg “hats; 
Chesterfield overcoats and -spot- 
less handkerchiefs folded in -the 
breast pocket. But as he “went 
down, his pride in his apperance 
disappeared. His clothes =were 
spotted and unpressed. He Wore 
a stubble of beard. 


Once when he was arrested &@ft- 
er a barroom brawl, he told -re- 
porters: “There was a time when 
no one could have said they ever 
saw Joe Saltis down. Now Fm 
down and I mean down. My -wife 
has walked out on me and~no 
one will have anything to-do 
with me.” 

He pleaded guilty to an assault 
charge and was fine $100; ‘He 
didn’t have a hundred dollars and 
he couldn’t raise it. So he had 
to work it out in the workhouse. 

The last time he was arrested 
was in January, 1946, when Miss 
Nellie Long, a friend, said she 
had given him $500 for safekeep- 
ing and that he had held out 
$300 of it. Also, she said, he had 
threatened several times to “wring 
her neck” for bringing the matter 
up. He was acquitted. 

He died as low as any stumble- 
bum who ever cadged dimes to 
buy his bottleg beer. He was 
living in a Clark street flophouse. 
He was broke. He was suffering 
from a liver complaint and other 
difficulties brought on, said his 
cronies, by the bottle. His last 
ride, from flophouse to charity 
ward, was in a police wagon.

To augment scientific knowledge 
on the subject, the American sci- 
entists will make an extensive 
study of South Africa’s oldest 
primitive race, the Bushmen, seek- 
ing comparative data to help piece 
together the story. The Bushmen, 
scientists believe, are a “leftover 
race” from the Stone Age, with 
characteristics that may be found 
significant in’ tracing the evolu- 
tionary stages through which man 
has passed. 

The study of the Bushmen is 
imperative at this time, scientists 
say, because of the rapidity with 
which they are losing their battle 
for race survival against civiliza- 
tion and the rigors of existence in 
the arid Kalahari desert they now 
inhabit. 

The expedition plans the most

complete study of this strange race 
ever attempted and will endeavor 
to collect data on their customs, 
history, and living habits. 

The Bushmen project will be 
headed by Dr. Edwin M. Loeb of 
the University of California, whose 
studies among primitives in many 
sections of the world have given 
him a rich background of expe- 
rience for the difficult task. So 
timid and furtive are these long- 
harassed people, that Dr. Loeb 
anticipates a lengthy and pains- 
taking task in winning their 
friendship and confidence. His 
personal studies will delve into 
the religious rites, martial cus- 
toms and social structure of the 
Bushmen. 

“The Bushmen pose many inter- 

esting questions and problems for 
ethnologists,” Dr. Loeb declared. 
“They are one of the few primitive 
tribes without agriculture of any 
form, without permanent homes, 
and without a clearly defined 
tribal organization. Until recently, 
whe, they have adopted dogs, they 
had no domestic animals of any 
type. 
“The rigors of their desert ex- 
istence are almost unbelieveable. 
Their water supply is sucked from 
the sands through long reeds and 
deposited into ostrich shells. Their 
food consists of wild plants and 
melons. to supplement the game 
they kill with poisoned arrows.”

His project includes herb col- 
lections for nine herbariums in 
the United States and South 
Africa. Part of his work will be 
to assist Dr. Camp in identifying 
fossil life which may be found 
in ‘deposits, His work in this con- 
nection may be extremely im- 
portant in shedding light on the 
nature of vegetation that existed 
millions of years ago, and in de- 
termining the type of food con- 
sumed by the man-apes.

OLLECTIONS of. artifacts will 
be made by Thomas Larson, 
24-year old: U.C.. graduate in 

archaeology, to round out the 
story of the nomadic primitives. 

One of the most interesting pro- 
jects will be conducted by musi- 
cologists, who plan to record the 
rhythms, music, and ceremonial 
chants of the Bushmen. Record- 
ings on the most modern disc and 
wire-type apparatus will comprise 
the first complete project of its 
kind undertaken. The music study 
will be pursued by Laura Boulton, 
who has devoted more than a 
dozen years to recording primitive 
music throughout the world. She 
will be assisted by South African 


musicologists and by Charles M.. 


Camp, son of the expedition's 
leader and a music student at U.C. 

Young Camp was recommended 
for the assignment by the music 
department in view of the talents 
he has exhibited in connection 
with his studies. Camp, who just 
passed his 2list birthday, has al- 
ready composed several sym- 
phonies which have attracted fav- 
orable attention of musical critics. 

The expedition plans to remain 
in the field a year or more to 
complete its work. 

If the fossil man discoveries at 
Stirkfontaine are complete and 
conclusive, Dr. Camp plans to 
excavate in similar limestone de- 
posits in remote areas of coastal 
West Africa. This promising loca- 
tion is a few miles north of, the 
fabulous stretch of beach said to 
be strewn with rough diamonds. 

The eyes of the scientific world 
are focused on the California 
group, which is the first Ameri- 
can expedition to undertake 
studies on ancient man. Hereto- 
fore American paleontologists 
have earned a position of leader- 
ship in the field of mammalian 
and reptilian paleontology, but all 
significant studies in connection 
with man’s origin have been car- 
ried out by Belgian, . German, 
British, and Dutch scientists. 

Honorary chairman ofthe ex- 
pédition is Field Marshal Jan 
Christian Smuts, Prime: Minister 
of the Union of South Africa, at 
whose personal invitation Dr. 
Camp is undertaking the work. 
South Africa will be presented 
with half of the types discovered 
and with a portion of all speci- 
mens unearthed for a permanent 
exhibit in museums of the Union.

Add 
two cups of cold water or, pre- 
ferably, beef stock; salt and pep- 
per to taste. Continue cooking, 
still stirring constantly, until

HE unhappy odyssey of 4300 homeless European Jews, balked in an 

ess g to enter Palestine by running the British coastal blockade, 

en last week in Germany, the country from which they started 
more than two months ago. Disembarked at Hamburg from three British 
transports that returned them from Palestine, the dejected refugees were 
herded into a temporary camp to await disposition by the British. 

Except for a few minutes ashore at Haifa during transfer from their 
blockade runner to the transports, the would-be immigrants had not set 
foot on land since July 10. Their long, futile journey lasted 59 days, 
covered about 13,000 miles. The unfortunate voyagers, mostly of 
Polish origin, were from displaced persons camps in Germany. 

With high hopes of finding sanctuary in the Holy Land, the Jews— 
then 4400 in number—sailed from Sete, France, aboard a onetime 
American excursion boat renamed the Exodus 1947. Among them 
were 700 children, 400 pregnant women. Off the Palestine coast, eight 
days out of Sete, the Exodus was intercepted by British warships. In a 
sharp fight with a boarding party, three Jews were killed, 17 injured. 

Instead of sending the refugees to Cyprus, where other illegal 
immigrants were shunted, British officials put them in bunkless holds 
of three army transports for transshipment to their port of embarkation. 
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Youngsters aboard one of the transports. 
Picture was made at Gibraltar, where 


Jewish organizations seized upon the action to appeal to world sympathy. 
On July 29 the crowded transports anchored off Port de Bouc, 
France. Although offered asylum in France, all but 82 of the refugees 
refused to go ashore, hoping world opinion would force Great Britain 
to relent and permit them entry into Palestine. For 25 days the ships 
lay under a broiling sun. Eight babies were born. Dysentery and 
scurvy broke out in the packed, sweltering holds. On August 22 the 
three transports, escorted by four destroyers, sailed for Hamburg. 

As the ships steamed toward their destination, British troops in 
Germany were given special training for handling debarkation of the 
refugees. At Hamburg-the first ship was unloaded without trouble. 
Only a few men and women on the second ship had to be forcibly 
ejected. But aboard the third transport a battle raged for two hours. 
Steel-helmeted soldiers used firehoses and clubs to rout the passengers, 
who fought back savagely with broken bottles, fists, razor-tipped sticks. 
Three soldiers and 33 Jews, including 13 women, were injured. 

Singing, wailing, cursing, shouting defiance, the drenched, dishev- 
eled refugees were dragged and carried to a waiting train. All the 
while a loudspeaker on the dock incongruously blared jazz tunes.

DISC JOCKEYS 


Some of the Men Conducting Record 
Programs From St. Louis Stations 


By CHARLES MENEES of the PICTURES Staff 


ONDNESS of Americans for popular music, even if it's canned, has given 
rise to a special category of radio entertainers—the disc jockeys. They 
play phonograph records, talk about them—and often about a lot of 
other things, such as their family affairs, careful driving, their taste in clothes. 
Some of the ad libbing is pretty corny, but the number of listeners continues 
to be large. 
The disc genes by stock in trade is small—a friendly, persuasive voice, 
ready flow of words, mi hone, turntable, stack of records and sheaf of 
commercials. With these, the nation’s platter spinners draw bags of mail. 
Housewives write that their programs make the broom fly faster. Cab 
drivers and night-shift workers say record broadcasts help shorten the night.

The disease is usually not fatal, 
except in very young animals. 


HOUSANDS of Mexico's cattle are being slaughtered 
in that country’s fight against the dreaded hoof-and- 
mouth disease. Only sure way to stamp out malady 
is to kill all infected or cattle, and the Mexican 
Government has undertaken to do that. United States — 
veterinarians and other trained personnel are aiding Mex- 
ican authorities. All imports of Mexican cattle ‘to this 
country are barred to prevent bringing in the disease. 

Condemned cattle are shot, buried in deep pits. Their 
owners are compensated if they have complied with all 
regulations; the amount is determined by appraisers of the 
Mexican-United States Commission for Eradication of Hoof- 
and-Mouth Disease. Resentful farmers, however, ,recently 
ambushed and killed a veterinarian and six soldiers in a 
Mexican inspection party. 

The virus-borne disease first showed up in the United 
States in 1870, has not been in evidence for about 20 years. 
It strikes suddenly, spreads rapidly. First characteristic is 
fever, followed by blisters on tongue, palate, lips, parts 
of body where skin is thin, between claws, on heels. Dis- 
ease is most severe among cloven-hoofed animals such as 
swine, sheep, goats, deer and antelope.
